From the Baltimore American af this morning.
Accompanyipg the raln was a strong wind
from the soutbheast, and persons ownl ro-
riy of any kind in the vioinity of Jones' Falla
ere instantly apprised upon arising yesterday
m rning that thelr old enemles, & heavy rain
and a south wind, were again at work, snd that

must meva gulokly if they wouald save

the r‘ oods and chattels from danger or de-
Btroetion.

At 12 o'clock the cellars of perhaps two thou-

sand houses were flied, and the Waler was
stendily rislog on their first fluors, but as the
storm had commenced to abate, hopes were
entertained that the flood was at itsa helght,
About half past 12 o'clock, however, the flood
oummenced to rise more rapid)y than ever, and
in » half hour reached colilngs whore 1t had
previonaly only invaded fioors, and the grest-
eqt oonatarns lon prevalled, 8o rapld was this
riseand so wild and farlons the rasning torrent,
tuAt the lives of manydplrnnm were jeopar-
dized, and we regret 1o add that several lives
were loat, Had 1t occurred st night, as In the
ease of the great flood of 1837, the loas of life
conld not bul bave been Immense,

Susnding At the corner of Frederiok and Bal-
timore sireet, abont 114 o'viook, the scene was
truy aletressing, The flood bhad now swollen
into sn angry torrent that rusned down the
beds of Harrison and Frederlok streets in vol-
ume aund swifltness resembilug the rapids of
Niagara, At the oormer of Harrison street, In
front of Larogue's drug store, the waler
was within ous foot of the top of tne
street lamp, Ever and anon masses of
Blmber snd wood, boxes, barrels, ratiroad
tles, articles of bousehold farniture, feucing,
trees, wagoos, ont-nouses, sud lu snort, sil
manner of debris from the wreck anod ralo
sion the line of the Falls, came aweepiog dowa
the fearful current, and piling ap in front of
the Muryland Institute, where, In this way, a
mort of brealkkwater was formed, proteoting that
buldivg againal the bestlngz of the blilows,
for lu truth nothing less than billows ey were
that swept down Lol Harrison and
Frederior atreets, The water,soon after thls,
wis reen 10 dsh over taie bed of Baltlmore
= revt HBrioge, diiving the people assembled
there in wild confusion towurds High street.
About tuls time word came Lhal Gay Bireet
Bridge wagseriously threatened, and in attesta.
tion of thisreport the'e was soon & flood of
wa'er pouring down Gay street, and shortly
thereafler the back water came In large
volumes down Holllday sireel also, Language
18 ulmost Inadegnate
that was now wltnessed. The suriace of the
sngry flond was fairly covered with every
description of material, telling sadly and paia.
fully of the Immense loss, desiruotion, wnd
distress that this gisaster was oocasloning, Now
tbe poren ol a house, now Lhe contents ol some
store, now [the timbers of bridges and w.ra.
houses, would come dasblog aloug with fearfal
rapidity, driving up against bulidings, orash.
ing window glnss in the first floor and burating
in doorways, Atone time we noticed aonlld's
orib floating down Harrison street, and several
bodles of aulmals, cows and horses were alsn
geen, whilst not a few of Lthe speolators wero of
the opinion that mora thsan one or two ot the
dead bodies of human belogs were to be sean,
How this may have been it is lmpossible &b
this moment o &ay, but serious and seemingly
well.grounded apprebenglous are entertaioed
that serlons loss of [1fe has béesn ocoasloned.

Whilst the Hood wias at I8 helght, the speoti-
tors of the femiful scene on Lhe lower portion of
the Falls were horrified at bakoldiog a man In
the middle of the mad wateraonrsa siroggling
bravely for his life. Whilst evidently [ally
aware of his awful perll, be was yel showing
great pregence of miad, aud & cautlonsness that
seemed to warrant the hope that he mast
surely be saved, On he sped, strlklog out
bravely with his bunds, diviog, and now and
then avoldiog obstrociions and to c¢lear the
timbers of the bridees as he nasred them, He
pasicd In this way Lombard streot bridge, Pratt
street bridge, apnd Lhe gridges south of that,
peemingly lu safely until the carrentsuddealy
dashod the poor fellow headforemost agalust &
Emall tng boat, when he sunk and was lost.

The s¢ ‘ne al Gav g reet brides alter the water
Bubsided was of the most app .ling charaoter,
aud showed the cnuse of such an immense flod
baving forced its way into Harrlson and Fre-
derlek sireels. When the flood was At its
begnt, the debrls from the five bridges that

llkely to be affected by, the torrent, Thousands
of anxions men were congregaled on the prin-
olpal streets crossing the Falls, anxious Lo oross
from one slde to the other, but afrald to risk
thelir lives in dolngso, as almodt certain deatn
would bave been the resualt, the torrent belng
irresistible, Toousands availed themselves, by
travelling a great distance out of their way, of
the crossing afforded by the Eager slreet
bridge, v

Boon after noon & heavy mist began to falls
and & fog somewhal obsoared Lue northern por-
tion of the lake during Whe euntire alternoon.
The spectators began L0 assemble on the banke
by one o'clock, and from thea till tne com-
mencement of the ruces, the tralos and lnna-
merable veliloles of every description took up-
wards of 20,000 people 10 the spot, Toe graud
sand, slitoated & fow bundred yards up Lhe lake

On reachiog tne mpper stake
the Harvards wereabout ten lengths anead, an
were lavghing and talking o high glee, i‘{my
made the mils aud & bhatfin8 25 pulling the last
half atthe ra'e of 40 strokes per mipuate, the
Yalos being well op in this regard, The Yale
craw made the mile and & half 1a 865, Tas
Harvards rounded 100 pear the stake-boal, and
this made Holdredge ratuer flurried, and a poor
tarn was witnessed. Toey recovered rapidly,
however, and atonce csught the spirit o thelr
Jmll.‘n. who yelied, “*Put lu the lioks, boys,”

handkerchiefs frantieally, Toe short, crisp,
auvd ringing cheers of the Ualversity stndents
were heard along the shore, There was

a perfect tempest of enthusiasm.
The = Yale wmen, though falling far-
ther and fariher bahind, rowsd on

wi h n dogged detéermination, as though re-
golved not 1o abate an lota of their besi, even
with certain defeat staring them in the face.
The Harvards lessened the number of strolkes
per miuute to 45 daring the latter part of the
race, until, puniting on a spart at the very last,
tliey erossea the line In 17 minutes 4514 seconds
~—tlie brst time ever made by Hurvard, and only
interior to that made by the Wards, on Wednes-
day, by elght seconds, The time of the Yae
crew » as 18 minutes 881< seconds, algo the beat
ever mude by Yale; its shorlest time hitherto
belpg 168424 The announncement of the time
was greeted with loud cheerlng. The Yale men
bore thelr defeat with great fortitude, and hope
to be able to do beller next year,

H. A. Cleveland for Yale, and Charles Dan-
nipg for Harvard, were judges at the upper
stake, and George Aldee, of New York, Frank
Brown, of Newnargh, for Yale, and E. N, Fenno
and Willlam Blalkie for Harvard, at the start-
ing polut, and these gentiemen, the Harvard
erew (In Lheir boat), and numerous spectalors
proceeded to the grana stand, wnere, in b shalf
of the city of Worcester, Mr. Chamberialn pre-
gented six gold medals to the victors, compll-
menting them highly, and mentioning the faot
that tbhey had beat themselves twics, on
Wednesday and to-day, by exceeding the best
time they had hitherto made, I'he Inter-col-
leginte colors, which were gotten up 10 an ele-

ant manner, wera than presented to the orew
Ey Mr. Willlam Blalkie, who has done more
than any other man to advance the interests of
bosling In the University. The crew was loudly
cheered, and the Yales were not forgotien wnen
the enthosiasm was at its helght., The Harvard
men, who, with thelr friends, wera in high
spirits, having added anotherstar to the six
n‘ ready glistening in thelr University crown of
rejolelng, retired from the soene, and were Aub-
seuuantf congratulated by thelr numerous
friendn, The specta'ors dispersed, as 18 usual
on these occasions, in & peltlng rain, and eén-
doréed the miseries of draggled skirts and
drenched clothing with A noncnalance that, ex-
perience alone can produce,
